Mrs. Harmon Thursday, January an 
and shot the aged couple with a 
twenty-two calibre rifle. Mr. Harmon 
was found dead behind the barn and 
his wife was found lying dead in 
her bed room, by neighbors two days 
later. 
The youth was seen leaving the 
home on the afternoon of the crime 
wearing a false mustache and car­ 
rying a rifle. 
He was arrested on 
the night that the double murder 
was discovered, made a confession 
to District Attorney T. C. Abel and 
removed to the La 
Crosse county 
jail. 
Rentz is a brother-in-law of John
